Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 5/31/02 has been considered. Applicant's arguments 
are not deemed to be persuasive. 

Claims 1-22 are pending.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-22 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

WO 97/12630 in view of Ragab US 6346524 (priority to 3/30/99) and Kline US 6180096 
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(which has priority to 3/26/98) or WO 95/1 3090. The reasons for this rejection are of 
record in paper no. 7, mailed 2/25/02. 

Applicant argues each reference individually and does not address the motivation 
for combining the references. In response to applicant's arguments against the 
references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091 , 
231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Furthermore, applicant argues that the primary 
references teaches away from applicant's invention because it does not use pegylated 
interferon alpha. It is true that the primary reference does not teach pegylated 
interferon, if it did, then the rejection would be under 35 USC 102. This reference does 
not teach away from applicant's invention because the reference does not say one 
should not use pegylated interferon.
